It is very evident, that there 1s no 
Difference between us and the Church 
of Rome, about the truly ancient Ca- 
THOLICK FaiTH; that is what they 
hold as well as we, But we keep to 
the Catholick Faith only, which the 
Church of Rome doth not. The Dit- 
ference therefore is about their impoſing 
new ARTICLES of FaiTHn, which we 
reject, notwithſtanding their uncharita- 
ble Cenſures for ſo doing. 


The 
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The Papiſts cannot deny any Article 
of our Faith; and therefore can have 
no Ground for calling ours a new Reli- 
gion, as they very ignorantly, or rather 
deſigningly, do. 

You ſee what juſt Reaſon we have 
to blame the Papiſts, for adding to the 
ancient Faith; the Jaſt Twelve Articles 
of their CREED, being not only with- 
out Foundation in Holy Scripture, and 
unknown to pure Antiquity, but of late 
Appointment among themſelves; for 
it is not above One Hundred and Se- 
venty Years ſince the Trent Creed was 
made, which is now the Standard of 
the Romiſh Faith. 

It is evident from their Additions to 
the Ancient CREED, and impoſing. 
them as neceſſary to Salvation, that 
they are guilty of that Schiſm, which 
they charge unjuſtly.on us. Had they 
only required the uſe of a few decent 
Ceremonies,or been wanting only in ſome 
Points of better Diſcipline, I know not 
how we could have juſtified our depart- 
ing from the Church of Rome. But 
ſince they require not only Falſe but 
Idolatrous Doctrines and Practices from 
| us,

us, that Sin muſt lie at their own Door. 

You ſee likewiſe that Proteſtants are 
the true Catholicks (though the Church 
of Rome would engroſs that Title to it- 
ſelf) becauſe we hold to the true Catho- 
lick Faith, from which they have de- 
parted by their new Doctrines and 
Worſhip.
